discussed his desire that we organize in order to take immediate counteraction to 
Soviet propaganda. Mr. Wisner noted that we were doing this and one way to soeed 
up action would be to give iiiore flexibility in the field. Mr. 'Wisner pointed 
out, however, that if such flexibility was given and we missed one tlue we would 
let ourselves in for trouble. The Director stated nevertheless we should havt; an 
SOP for various types of counteractions and, by the use of a code word to the field, 
set these counteractions in motion.

c. Raised the question of the budget presentation for the House Appropriations 
Committee tomorrow and, after considerable discussion as to how this would be done, 
stated that

The 
Director also stated that (1) he did not want a '‘room full" of people and' tnat 
individuals would be called in to "speak their piece and depart;" (2) he desired 
a copy of the recent SO report on the Kremlin and would possibly extract certain 
p|£agraphs therefrom which he would give to the Committee; (3) he did not desire 
great nuinber of charts and "other items." 
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Mr. Dulles: 

a. Referred to the President's message on Aid to Escapees and stated that 
we should get this on "the radio" as soon as possible. Mr. Wisner noted that such 
action was being taken and we have the concurrence of State. 


b. Asked if the Kirsten Amendment should be carried forward. The Direcuor 
said that it should not but there should be new legislation under the President's 
message on "Escapees." In connection with this message, the DCI stated that we 
would not appear before any Congressional Committee.
